Applicant's representative indicated that claim 3 had allowable subject matter and so he 
incorporated claim 3 into claim 1 . Examiner said that claim 3 was dependent on claim 2 which 
is dependent on claim 1 . AppUcant's representative said they made a mistake and that claim 3 
should have been dependent on claim 1. Applicant's representative also said that it does not 
make sense to have claim 3 be dependent on claim 2 and claim 2 be dependent on claim 1 since 
claim 1 has a few steps and claim 2 is a wherein clause about one of the steps and claim 3 is 
adding more steps. Applicant's representative also said that he made a mistake by making claim 
3 be dependent on claim 2. Examiner said he would have to order the application and get back to 
applicant's representative. 



Examiner asked applicant's representative to fax examiner the claims since it may be a while 
before examiner can get the application. 



Examiner called applicant's representative back and told him that the examiner has reconsidered 
his amendment (based on SPE's request) with the primary examiner (Themesghen).
